The inventions listed as Groups II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 48 is obvious 
over WO 95/04007 A and WO 97/34849 A (both Y references from International Search 
Report). Each teaches a hydraulic binder comprising a hydrophilic functional group 
additive in overlapping amounts (see claims for each respective reference). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
